retreat. 


of Battleground. 

Magersfontein is nothing but a siding 
along the line of railway to Kimberley, but 
is an important strategical point for the 
Boers. The hills rise abruptly from the 
veldt, with sheer, precipitous sides to the 
east and south, rendering it practically in- 
accessible to a British infantry assault, 
while the Boers concealed on the heights 
could deliver a galling fire upon the ad- 
vancing British on the open veldt below. 


Modderspruit Bridge 

The destruction of Modderspruit bridge 
near Lad/smith by a force of White's men 
shows that some important move will be 
made in the near future. Without this 
bridge the Boers would be seriously retard- 
ed in their retreat across the Drakensberg 
should it become necessary, and the British 
can now more readily cut off such a retreat. 

This move is of great importance, as it 
practically places the Boers in a trap, and 
heavy fighting is inevitable unless & gen- 
Bxts: surrender should take place. | 

It is estimated that fully 10,000 Boers are 
ae the locality east of the Drakensberg and 
this bridge is their only means of crossing 
the river unless they proceed further to 
the eastward, in which case they would be 
brought too close to the British camp. 


Gatacre’s Difficult Position. 

In the heart of the most disaffected dis- 
trict of the Cape Colony, surrounded by a 
class of the Dutch whose sympathies are 
strongly in favor of the Boers of the Trans- 
vaal, General Gatacre will be called upon 
to exhibit not only considerable military 
skill and strategy but. diplomacy as well. 
While keeping the Boers in check and re-. 
sisting further advances into the Cape Gol- 
ony he will have great difficulty in sup- 
pressing any rising of the colonial Dutch 
that might at any hour take place. 

The result of Gatacre’'s move upon the 
Boers at Stormberg shows that he wae un- 
familiar with Boer customs and their unre- 
liability as guides. More experienced Afri- 
can fighters would not have accepted the 
statements of the Dutch colonists as to the 
location and number of Boers in that lo- 


cality. 
Is: a Wild 

The country through which Gatdere’ 8 col- 

umn advanced was the most dangerous for 
military operations, especially at night. 
. Low hills abound fn all directions, and 
these, covered with bowldersand thick bush, 
formed the best possible shelter for the 
Boers, and on which they could place their 
heavy guns and remain concealed until the 
British were close upon them. The forma- 
tion of the ground and position of the hills 
would enable the Boers to move rapidly 
through the country and be constantly 
aware of the British positions while on the 
march. 

Coming upon a strongly intrenched and 
hidden force of Boers the British infantry 
could not operate without heavy loss of life

British Chaplains Read the Service Over 
the Soldiers Killed When Gatacre

BUSHMANSNEK, Tuesday Night, Dec. 
12.—Learning that many British wounded 
in the Stormberg reverse were still lying 
on the veldt without possibility of early suc- 
by the Boer ambulance corps, 
our two  chaplains,. the Rev. Rob- 
ert Armitage and Father Edward Ryan, 
and myself started for the battlefieki yes- 
terday morning, with General Gatacre’s per- 
mission. 

We three collected all the dead over a wide 
area and buried them, the chaplains reading 
the burial service. We also visited all the 
wounded we could find and did what we were 
able to alleviate their sufferings. This work 
occupied the entire day. 

We then made our way back | the 
British lines and delivered our haved to 
General Gatacre. We were able to give him 
him exact information. Our losses wera 
twenty-five killed, sixty-eight wounded, and 
607 prisoners. All our ‘wounded are also 
prisoners. 

The Boer casualties were only five killed 
and fourteen wounded. —

| SEEKS DATA OF 


H. T. BUFFINGTON, AGENT OF FED- 
PRAL LABOR DEPARTMENT, HERE. 


Preparing Statistics for Annual Report 
to Congress—He Says His Reports 
Will Show Decrease in Labor Trou- 


Building Labor Troubles to Meet. 


Henry T. Buffington, special agent ofthe 
United States Department of " Taller at 
Washington, is in the city’on a quiet hunt 
for industrial statistics, covering specifical- 
ly strikes and lock-outs for the last five 
years. These statistics will be embodied in 
the department’s fourteenth annual report 
to Congress. The report will cover every 
State and Territory in the union, showing 
every strike, lockout, the number of em- 
ployés and industries affected, the wages 
paid before and after the trouble, the loss 
entailed by each industry, and the géneral 
conditions resulting therefrom. Thé cause 
of the trouble is also to be given in each 
case. The report will cover the period of 
Jan. 1, 1895, to Dec. 31, 1899. 

Mr. Buffington has been in Illinois for sev- 
eral months, his field up to a short time 
ago being confined to the southern part of 
the State securing statistics on the strikes 
among the coal miners.. He is now complet- 
ing his labors in Chicago. After looking 
over the field, he has mapped out the work 
into classified industries. With three other 
agents, who will reach the city from Wash- 
ington early next week, he will gather into 
form the data he has been collecting. 

When ready, the matter will be forwarded 
to Commissioner Carroll D. Wright of the 


reports on the same subject embodying 
comprehensive data have heretofore been 
made, one in 188 and the other in 1895. 


Will Show Decrease of Strikes. 

“The forthcoming report of the depart- 
ment,” said Mr. Buffington yesterday, 
** will be, like the others, comprehensive and 
accurate. 
ble. While I am not at liberty to give out 
any specific information as to what the re- 
port will show, I may say, from my observa- 
tion of the industrial field, that it will show 
a marked decréase in the number of strikes 
and lockouts during the period from 1895 to 
1900, as compared with the other two peri- 
ods. This improvement has been brought 
about by several causes. I have found that 
the wages paid by the industries tend to 
grow better. The primary cause of the im- 
proved conditions is the general prosperity 
throughout the land. 

.“ The law of supply and demand is tend- 
ing to an equilibrium, and where that is the 


tion. Another potent factor in the diminu- 
tion of strikes and lockouts and other labor 
troubles is the increased intelligence of the 
labor organizations. There seems to be a 
bettegm mutual understanding between or- 
ganiz labor and organized capital, and 
they are more disposed to come to an under- 
standing, whereby much trouble and loss 
to both are averted.’’ 
Mr. Buffington was inclined to the opinion 
that the large combinations of capital tend- 
ed to increase the wages of employés and 
insure them permanent positions. He said 
the Department of Labor had completed its 
report on private and municipal ownership 
of gas, water, and electrie lighting plants 
throughout the country, and that this would 
be issued during the present session of Con- 
gress. In this report, he says, the original 
cost of building and operating such plants, 
together with their values, loss by deprecia- 
tion, earnings, etc., is shown. , 
Contractors and Men Meet Today.

Here in Chicago, as else- 
where, Aldermen have discussed public mat- 
ters in a convival way, but is has been 
generally in the back room of a saloon 
where, over a@ bottle, a select few of the 
Council members either have planned mat- . 
ters in which they saw some personal bene- 
fit or divided the benefits. But these gather- 
ings never were advertised and as little 
publicity as possible was aimed at. The 
present plan, however, seeks the good of 
the city rather than of the Aldermen and 
publicity is the one thing desired. 


Alderman Nelson Explains. 

The dinner last evening was suggested by 
Alderman Nelson, and the invitations he sent

It was followed to the letter 
except by Alderman Nelson himself, who 
carried a typewritten speech in the pocket 
of the sack coat he wore. In it he explained 
that his object in inviting the presence of | 
the Aldermen at the dinner was to get them 
together where they could talk over in- 
formally matters of municipal interest, and, 
if not settle them, at least perhaps learn 
something more about them.

are usually reappointed. As’ a consequence 
there is continuity of adnjinistration. A 
park policy once decided'on is adhered 
to. A Lincoln Park Commissioner's tenure . 
of office is uncertain. A change in politics 
at Springfield means his removal. If he 
dces not belong to the same faction in 
the party as does the Governor who has 
appointed him off goes his head. Hence 
there is nothing permanent either as to 
employés or as to plans. The work which 
one set of commissioners begins on is neg | 
lected or abandoned by their successors. As 
a consequence the North’ Side taxpayers 
get less in return for their park taxes than 
they ought to. 

The correspondent’s picture is ‘not over- 
drawn. While the South'Park board has 
not been at all times out of politics, yet 
it has been so free from political con- 
trol, as compared with the West Side and 
Lineoln Park boards, that the inferiority 
of the Gubernatorial method of selecting 
‘commissioners has become manifest.

JAMES BRYCE ON BOER RIGHTS. 
Any one who wishes to judge for him- 


self as to the [British claim of suzerainty 


in the Transvaal may do so by reading 
the account of antecedent events written 
by James Bryte for the current issue of 
the North Anierican Review. Mr. Bryce 
is a member of Parliament and the author 
of the masterly work on “ The American 
Commonwealth.” No man stands higher 
in the estimation of thoughtful Americans. 
His dispassionate statement of historical 
facts carries iwith it the weight of au- 
thority. 

It is not necessary to £0 eek to the 
Great Trek of 1836, by which the Boers 
of Cape Colony cut loose from British 
authority and. jwent away into the wilder- 
ness to build ; le state of their own. The 
best place to begin is with 1852, when a 
treaty, known as the Sand River convention, 
was made between Great! Britain and those 
Boers who lived beyond the Vaal. This 
treaty guarant eed them “ the right to man- 
age their own! affairs and to govern them- 
selves according to their own laws and 
without any interference on the part of the 
British government.” ‘Two years later a 
similar convention was made with the 
Boers living between the Vaal and Orange 
Rivers, declaring them to be “ free and in- 
‘dependent pedple.” From these two guar- 
‘antees of Boer independence sprang the 
‘two Boer republics. 
- With the Orange Free State the British 
‘have never jnterfered, but in 1877 Sir 
Theophilus Shepstone proclaimed the an- 
-nexation of the Transvaal to the British 
‘crown. His excuse was a temporary re- 
‘fusal of the | ‘Boers to support the Presi- 
dent then in; office because of some the- 
ological difference. Mr, Bryce denounces 
this annexation as “a high-handed act, for 
‘the republic enjoyed complete inde- 
‘pendence, anf Britain had no more right 
‘to annex it than she had to seize the 
neighboring territories of Portugal.” <A 
large majority of the Transvaal citizens 


‘signed a petition praying that the annexa- 
tion be annulled, thus refuting Shepstone’s 


claim that the people desired it: To these 


‘remonstrances Lord Beaconsfield turned 


‘a deaf ear, and the war of 1881 followed, 


with the British disaster of Majuba Hill. — 
| Gladstone’s conviction that a wrong had 


been done led to the Pretoria treaty of 
1881, by which Great Britain recognized 
the Transvaal as autonomous, reserving, 
‘however, thé control of its foreign rela- 
tions and expressly declaring the suzerainty 
of the Queen.

THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. 


Tribune herewith reprints a 
trom Ditdstor Chitétie of Reval 
at Greenwich, in which he, speaking for the 
scientific men of England, placed the opening of 
the twentieth century on Jan. 1, 1901: 

Royal Observatory, Greenwich, London, Oct. 
21, 1899.—{Editor of The Tribune.}]—In reply to 
your inquiry, I beg to inform you that the twen. 
tieth century begins on Jan. 1, 1901, It has been 
generally agreed to call the first year of the 
Christian era Anno Domini 1, not A. Dy 0, and, 
consequestly, the second century begins with A. 
D. 101, 100 years after the beginning of the first 
year, and so on for the succeeding centuries. 

The question was fully discussed at the Cen- . 
tury dinger at Glasgow off April 1, 1870, when 
the Lord Dean of the Guild, after quoting various 
authorities, gaye his decision as arbiter that the 
nineteenth century did not commence till Jan. 
1, 1801. An account of this meeting was printed 
for private circulation at the time. Yours faith- 
fully, W. H.. M. CHRISTIE, 
Astronomer Royal.
